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We Must Produce More Food 

' The population of the United States is soaring. 

At present the increase runs to 7,000 persons a 
day. Government .experts predict a 20 per cent 
population jump in the 1950-60 period alone. 

These people must be fed — and fed, for the most 
part, on what can be produced on our croplands, 
which the 1050 census put at 330,349,000 acres. 

The experts also say that It our present living 
standards are to be maintained through 1975, it will 
be necessary to bring 100,000,000 more fertile acres 
into production. Yet even "optimistic forecasts hold 
that only 60,000,000 currently unproductive acres 
can be cleared, drained, irrigated and improved by 
3975. We ore presently bringing in only 2,000,000 
acres a year and more than half of this is offset by 
the expansion of cities, towns and industrial areas. 

The meaning of these forecasts and figures Is 
clear. Unless we arc to suffer a decline in living 
standards, we must get more and more food and 
fiber from our productive land, And that means 
the intensified application of scientific production 
practices and better land utilization. 

Fortunately, that is not a visionary goal. Farmers 
and land owners are practicing conservation farming 
on an ever-increasing scale and in a manner that 
would have been impossible a few years ago. The 
best conservation and land use practices require 
machinery that was non-existent fifty years ago, 
but which is now standard farming equipment. 

The agricultural future of the United States, and 
of the world for that matter, lies In maximum use 
of power-driven implements by farmers and ranchers 
who realize that the machine — rather than a futile 
search for new land— provides the solution of feeding 
our expanding population. 

* * * 

Labor Unions Fight Socialism 

At its 6th Constitutional convention, held this 
spring, the CIO Utilities Workers Union reaffirmed 
n resolution unanimously adopted at the 1950 con- 
vention which reads as follows: "No federal agency 
should construct or operate, except for national de- 
fonse or where private industry fails or refuses to 
provide adequate service, any project the sole pur- 
pose of which is the generation of electric energy." 

The convention also went on record in favor of 
a pending Congressional bill which would authorize 
five heavily-taxed, publicly-regulated and private- 
owned power companies to undertake a $400,000,000 
hydro-electric development at Niagara Falls. So- 
cialist-minded groups in and out of the government 
are attempting to block passage of this bill, and to 
induce Congress to vote for tax-subsidized govern- 
ment development of the project. 

Other unions, both CIO and AFL, have formally 
passed similar resolutions and expressions of policy. 
And they haven't done this out of any love for the 
utility industry or any other commercial enterprise. 
They have done it because wise union officials and 



members 'know that under socialism, the cause of 
free and independent labor Is doomed just as surely* 
as the cause of free and independent enterprise. 
If government Is to own the machinery of produc- 
tion, it Is going to run the men who use the fbols. 
Whatever their other differences, labor and manage- 
ment have an equally vast stake In the fight against 
socialism. 

* * * 

The Retail Revolution 

It Is reported that 50 per cent of all the nation's 
retail outlets are in communities _ with populations 
or less than 20,000. ' And It's a certainty that mod- 
ern retail Ing's contribution to rural and small-town 
living would be hard to exaggerate. 

Many of us can remember the heyday of the 
old-time "emporium." It enjoyed pretty much of 
a monopoly In Its community. Stocks were severely 
limited, and often depended on the whims of the 
proprietor father than the desires of the consumer. 
Prices were frequently established on an oll-tlhe; 
traffic- will-bear bosfs. The consumer could like it 
or lump it 

Then, olbng with better roads and vastly Im- 
proved commercial and private transportation, 
come.rhe beginning of the new era in merchandising. 
The chain stores pioneered the then-revolutionary 
mass-distribution Idea, which held that very 'small 
unit profits would result in satisfactory total profits 
If enough goods were sold. Other kinds of stores 
followed the lead and thought up attractive inno- 
vations of their own. *£ I 

Now, in even very small' towns, we can buy 
the same brands and kinds of merchandise that 
arc sold In New York or Chicago or any other metrop- 
olis, and at approximately the same prices.
